A century alter Burdesu's master-piece a
much more useful work, and one perhaps
equally characterigtic of the nationality of its
maker, was exvcuted for George Il by Alex-
ander Comming, of Edinburgh, whioh regis-
tered the height of the barometer, “This was
effected by a ciroular card, of about two feet in
dismeter, being made to torn once in a
{:&r. The card was divided by radii lines

to thres hundred and sixty-five divisions,
the months and days being marked round the
edge, while the usual range of the barometer
was indicated in inches and tenths by cironlar
lines desoribed from the centre. A pencil,
with a fine point pressed on the card by a
ﬁpring, and held lly an upr]ght rod floa on
the mercary, agcurately marked the state of
the barometer; the card, being carried forward |
Ly the clook, brought each day te the pencil,
It wes not even nevessary to change the card
at the year's end, 43 a pencil with & different
colored lead wonld make adistinotion between
two years. This barometer-oloelk cost nesarly
two thousand pounds, and the maker was
allowed"a ealary of two hundred pounds per
anpum Lo keep it in repair,’

Taking leave of these ingenious complica-
tions, we may say indeed that in nothing has
“man sought out many inventious,’ or exhi-
bited his diligence and patiencs, more than
in the gcience of clockmaking. Barth, air,
fire, and water have been pressed into his
gervioe for this purpose—the sand or earth
clook being worked like the water-olook; the
air-clock conslsting in the pumping of a bel-
lows, like those of an organ, the gradual
escape of the air regulating the descent of 4
weight, which carried round the whesls; and
ihe fire-olock being formed upon the prinvi-
ple of the smoke-jack, the *‘wheels being
moved by means of a lamp, which also gave
light to the dial; thiz clock was mm’fa to
announce the several hours by placing at each,
a corresponding number of orackers, which were
exploded at proper times.'' This very alarming |
time-piece was outdone by a cannon-clock |
placed in 1532 in the gardens of the Palais Royal. |
“A burning-glass was (ixed over the vent of a ’

Bir John Dick Lauder pos-
gesees A shull-watch that belonged to Mary,
Queen of Boeots; this is of silver gilt, and or-
namented with representations of Death be-
tween the Palace and the Cottage; the Ganden

of FEden, and the Crucifixion; the
Holy Family  at Bethlehem, ole.
The works are as brains in the skull,

the hollow of which is fllled by a silver ball;
the dial-plate being on & flat apon the roof of
the mouth, With reference to this ghastly
subject, Mr, Wood relates that in a Frenoh
epgraving of 1830, Death enters a watoh-
maker’s shop, and shows his hour-glass to the
master, saying:—*' Vaisjd bien "' to which the
latter anewers, *‘Vous avances horriblement."’

Of course watohes could not be made to imi-
tate the feats of the Btrasburg ock; butin
the Academy of Sciences at Petersburg there
is a watch which was made by a Russian pea-
sant, named Kulubin, in the reign of Catherine
11, which is suffiviently wonderful. Itis about
the gize of an egg, and contains & representa-
tion of the tomb of Christ, with the Roman sen-
tinels. On pressing & spring, thestone is rolled
from the tomb, the sentinels fall down,
the angels appear, the holy women enter the
sepulchre, and the same chant which is sung
in the Greek Church on Easter Eve Is acon-
rately performed.

The most costly and elaborale watch ever
prodnced by British workwmen, up to 1844, was
made in that year by Hart & Son, of Cornhill,
for the Sultan Abdnl Medschid; the brilliancy
of its colors, and exquisiteness of its percil-
ling, seem to have surpassed anything of the
kind of foreign wanufacture, It struck the
honrs aud quarters by fitself, and repeated
them with the minutes npon pressing & small
gold slide; and the sonnd, produoed by wires
instead of a bell, resembled that of a powerful
and harmonlous cathedral clock. Its price
waa one thougaud two hundred gulneas,

The most acourately exact watuh is probably
Mr, Benson’s Chronograph, nsed for timing
the Derby. “It consists of an ordinary guic
train lever movement, on 4 soals suficlently
lurge to carry the hands for an eight-inch dial,
and with the addition of & long s¢oconds-hand,
which traverses the dial, instead of being, as
ugual, jnst above the figure VI. The peou-
liarity of the ehronograph conslsts in this
gegonda-hand and the mechsuism connected
with 1t. The hund [tzelf t4 double, or formed
of two distinct hands, oneé lying over the
other, The lower one; At its extreme end, is

watohmaking, aod that the watoh:finfsher
whose duty it is to put togethor fhe soatter
parte, is the only one of the havdred and two
persons who oan work in any other depact-
meut than his own, The hair-spring gives a
very ourious proof of the value that can be
glwn to a swall piece of steel by manual
abor. Four thousand hair-spriogs soarcely
weigh more than a gingle ounce, but often
cost more than & thousand pounds. *“The
pendulnm-spring of a watoh, which governsa
the vibratlons of the balance, ocosts, at the
retail prics, twopence, and welghs three-
twentivihs of a grain; while the retail priee of
a pound of the best lron, the raw material ont
of which fifty thousand anch springs &re
made, i3 the sum of twopence.” Mr.
Bennett —whose  advoency of  female
labor In the watch-trade has rendered him ob-
noxious to gome persons—states that ha found
at Neufchatel, where (he Swiss watohes are

The last part of this very interesting volume
in devoted to that perfection of timekeepers,
the chropometer, by which is found the longi-
tude of a ship at sea.

or the invention of this instrument, whioh
was awarded to John Harrison in 1705, Mia
ohronometer, in the first instance, was dia-
credited on a Yoyage to Jamaioa, sinoe it dif-
fered with the chart by a degree and a half,
but it was eventually digcovered that it was
the chart that was wrong.

with the dangers and uncertainties of anclant
navigation before the mind, to exult in con-
templating what man has now achieved. Had
the rate of the wonderful littls instrument in
all that time quickened or slackened ever so
slightly, its annonneement would have been
neeless or even worse; but in the night and in
the day, in storm and in calm, in heat and in
cold, its steady beat went on, keeping exact
acconnt of the rolling of the earth and stars;
and in the midst of the trackless waves, which
retain no marlk, it was always ready to tell its
magio tale, indicating the very spot over the
globe over which it had arrived.’

Amomi‘the relics of the Frauklin expedition
brought home from the Arctic regions by Mo-
Clintock was a pooket-chronometer in excel-
lent preservation; it had stopped at 4 o’clock.
The owner probably had done with Tims ere
that.— Chambers® Journal.
